Tuan, says a London cerrespondynt, that 
the British Minister at Pekin haa referred 
home for instructions all the correspondence 
between himself and the (‘hinese anthorities 
on tho anbject of the right »f foreigners to 
estublish cotton fectorios in Shooghai and 
the other open ports in Cnina The ques- 
tion arose in Shanghai last yenr by reason 
of the rofusal of the Chines: Governor, 
under orders from Li Hong Chang, to 
allow Eoropeans —alove or in conjunction 
with Chinese—to erect u yarn spinning mill, 
on the ground that the treaties gave them 
no right to mannfacture, but only to reside 
and trade within the settlementa. A few 
Chinese officials and merchants had recentiy, 
under Li's patronage, established a spinning 
mill in Shanghai, in which the Vicvroy had 
invited the people to subscribe for shares, 
ond it was felt_that unless this establish- 
ment enjoyed a monopoly it wauld bo 
ruined, Accordingly Chinese applicatious 
for leave to erect a sitnilar mill were refused, 
as those of foreigners were refused, in order 
that the officially patronised and proteated 
milt might be a success. It waa thought 
that thig was an improper in erference with 
the treaty rights of foreigners, and the 
Shanghai community agitated the subject a 
good denl. Li, however, clang to his posi- 
tion that the proper interpretation of the 
Innguaye of the treaties was thas while 
Europeans could reside and trade in the 
settluments and could do everything inci- 
dental to residence and trade, they received 
no right or privilege to munnfacture—ie, 
{according to Li's definition) to convert raw 
material into eomething of a different na- 
ture,—and it was accordingly the right of 
the s-vereign power to grant or refuse auch 
frivilege. The pojnt at issue, then, is 
whether in any of the troatiea with any of 
the Powors the right to mannfacture may 
rousonably be road in, for if so all foreigners, 
by the operation of the favoured-nation- 
clause, bave the right. I believe the 
foreign diplomatic body in Pekin ia inolinad 
to hold the Obinese right, butte abstain 
from formally saying go, leat the declaration 
of such a principle might have inconvenicnt 
consequences tater on.

A CHINESE BETROTHAL 

* But where are the young couple!’ Wo 
had a:cepted au invitation to be present at 
a native betrothal ceremony; the more 
gladly that we felt a personal interest in 
both the contracting parties, fur the 
bridegioom-vlect had been from childhood 
connected with our mission, and was now 
carolled among «ur church-helpers ; nud the 
maiden was sssistant-tercher in a Chinese 
buarding school carried on by valued fellaw- 
workers. 

We, we had to leara that the young 
couple were ‘nowhera,’ 2s regarded that 
day's proceedings ; nowhere at least with 
reference to each other, An exchange of 
presenta was to be thuir only intercourse : 
presently there arrived at the doorway of 
the above-named school four Chinamen 
carrying trays, luden with oferinga from the 
Fiance; consisting of » mass of small boxes 
buskets, flowers, mado of gay-coloured and 
gilded cardboard, paper and wire ; all were 
deposited ona table ready draped for the 
purpose, and then female frienda hore them 
up-stairs, to the retreat of the bride-elect, 

Thoreinto we were alowed by’ special 
favour tu penetrate. Jt was the private 
room of the lady-diractur of the school. 
Hore the damsel and her mother wers sup- 
posed to be bewailing tho event of the day, 
with ita prognostication of parting, aud to 
the question, ‘Are you very happy?’ the 
former replied, ‘You should not ask me 
that ;’ but certainly two more contented 
‘countenances would have been hard tu fied, 
and nv wonder, since the girl's honie was 
made miserable by a drutiken father, and 
her betrothed busband was in all reapects 
an excellent fellow. P : 

She stood with her back to.us facing a 
couch whercon his gifts were displayed ; but 
merely noticed them by stealthy glances, 
The only articles’ of any value wero two 
glass boxes, containing each six dollars, fas- 
tened to the bottom with sil-en threads, 
amidst nuts of various kinds, painted or 
covered with silk, There were pea-nuta in 
pairs, one large, one stnull, bound together 
in emblem of the betrothal tie. .

Indeed the elaborate paina- 
taking and skill, and, from an oriental point 
of view, the tastefulnes shown in every 
detail of the day's cervmonial atruok us 
greatly :-while.aleo we were impressed with 
the conviction it would. be no -Jess 
undesirable than impossible to -uprovt_ the 
national customs of this people in our efforts 
to implant Obristjsnity, save in so. far as 
such customs savour of idolatry, 

The gentleman meanwhile was entertain: 
ing hi, kinamen and near frieuds, including 
some of our mission staff. Tho marriage 
ia to follow in a year, and the young flared 
in. steadily pursuing® her. schocl work, her- 
face beiming with happiness. which abe bas 
no longer ang ubligation to conveal,—N,~-0, 
Daily News, - ;

THE EVIL EYE. 

A notion, it. is‘said, is spreading in 
France that President Carnet, an ordinary 
Man to.look at of the half-military type, 
haa the Evil Eye, He stares, it seems, 
rather ‘fixedly at any interlooutor, perhaps 
to study his face," perhaps to avuid a habit 
of looking downwards, perhaps becauso ho 
ia o little short-sighted, and the discon- 
certad victim, in describing the interviaw,! 
always mentions this fixed glance. Hence 
an impression’ hmong! the vulgur that the: 
Prosident’s eye is malefiv, ih impression’ 
deepened by a purely. accidental stroke of 
ill-luck, the bursting out of firo on one] 
occasion after his visit to a country town. 
The votea of Bouthern’ Frenchmen, who, 
like Italinns, believy in the Evil yu, may, 
itis thenght, be affected by thia imprea- 


jsion, and a govd deal is aaid about the 


hopoless ignorance of a peasantry who can 
be influenced by » superstition considered 
specially hoso because, almost alone among 
auporetitions, it eveme nut to reach the edu- 
cated classes, They ought to heat of it from 
thoir nurses, and to retain some vague belief 
in it througt life, just ua they. retain o 
vague prejudice against the number thir- 
teen, ur burning bread, or walking under a 
ladder, or spilling: salt ; but ao far ap we 
havo observed, this is uot the case.. They 


‘develops the worship ‘of the 


hardly ki-ow of ita exiatence. ‘The super- 
stition is confined tu the ignorant, and is 
hy no means a very surprising one, It is 
much more surprising that there is no 
auperatition anywhere about the Good Eye 
—a fact which entirely dissvciates the jetta- 
t-re notion from the belicf in omens—and 
at there are su very few uocunuy ideas 
abont persons and their inflaence, There 
ought {9 bo a great many, for a human 
being is Frequently 8 yery unusual one, 

he origittal suurce uf west superstitions, 
and of all idola in which Che idol is not 
deliberste'y nviuufuclured hy hamun handa, 
ig now recognised tu be the sense uf sure 
prise, of sudden fear or admiration, felt by 
the ‘untutored mind,’ os the Lichfield schovl 
would have called it, for anything unusual, 


| It may be a remarkuble tres, or a reck with 


a defined form, or an oddiy-shaped atone, 
or s shel] with its cunvolutions reversed, 
or curious fruit like the coco-de-mer ; but it 
strikes thesavage imagination, and is thence- 
forward surrcunded by some of the ins- 
tinctive awe felt forthe aupernatural, A 
regular worship, os Sir Alfred Lyall has 
shown, often grows up round such a curiosi- 
ty, or it becomes, os in the case of the 
Bhaligram, sucted over a great tract of the 
world, and among entire races of mankind.

There are eyes which do literally 
‘beam,’ and they ate s0,commun as to have 
given riko to a separate description. in most 
languages ; there cre eyes which in anger 
seem to emit light from within—Mr Glad- 


| stone’s do—there are eyes, generally stvel- 


grey in Europe, but often black in Asia, 
which never ceaso'to menace, even when the 
face is gontle or at caso ; and there are eyes 
into which a took of almost intolerable scrut- 
iny can bo thrown, eyes, as Lurd Beaconsfield 
described them, ‘which would’daunt a gal- 
ley-slave” Tho writer.saw a remarkable 
pair of them once. :;Ho was waiting with a 
crowd of passengers on the Fronch fronticr 
of Italy, all under orders to pass through & 
barrier in single file. The Emperor 
Napoleon had been werned about sowe 
projected attempt by carbonuri, and a 
special agent had been despatched from 
Paris to examine every passenger by the 
train Tho eyes of this agent were abso- 
lutely different from those of any haman 
being the writer ever saw, and the Italians, 
as they passed under- their fire, visibly 
quailed, every third man,“perhaps, throwing 
out hia Gingers to counteract the malefic 
effect of theirinfiluonce, Even the English, 
who had nothing to fear, did not liko the 
eyes, which this writer will remember at the 
Judgment Day; and one, presumably on 
actor, said audibly,—* My God, that is 
Mephistopheles alive!’ It is perfectly 
nutural that the glance of auch eyes should 
create and leave the impression of surprise, 
and the belief thet they cause injury to 
those on whom they light, evon when the 
injury ia not intended. That is a most 
natural development of the fuar'the eyes 
originally produced, and ig, of course, much 
intensified whenever, rumour having beon 
buay about the eyes, the mulefic glance 
is expected beforehand. Such eyes 
are rare; bot their impression is 
diffused and exaggerated ‘till it is-transfer- 
red to avy oyes peculiar enough,’ either in 
ahapo, or culour, or habit—some people 
throw back the eyes, liko horses—to attract 
popular attention, Nor is it'st al! anna 
tutal that, if misfurtune once or twice fol- 
lows tho presence of a stranger, it should 
be attributed to him. and therefore to the 
must noticoeble thing about him, his 
glances, which those who aca watching him 
alwaya neo. Post hoc, ergo propter (iwc, is 
the most common of the delusions of the 
vulgar, and it would bnvo been alimoat 
wonderful if, after the great massacre which 
azcompauisd the entrance of Marie’ An- 
teinette into France, she should not have 
been credited with that power of causing 
misfortune which her future hiatory seem- 
ed so terribly to verify. From her his- 
band to the Priucess de Lamballe, whom- 
aoever sbe favoured died by violence. The 
remarkable thing, is, that the superstition 
is frequently not provocative of hute, the} 
malefic influenco being held to be independ- 
ent of the will of the person possessing it, 
to be in him, iu fact, a result of God's graco 
or the Devil’s, and uot of any action of hie 
own, Piv Nono, for instance, was loved 
and reverenced by thousands who never- 
theless could not bring themselves to 
forego -the- gesture which in: Italy de- 
precates supernatural evil, whenever they 
Jooked-at the Pope. 
belief, that in the Good” Eye, should not} 
exiat,, we cannot éxplain except by suppos- 
ing, what is certaialy trne, that fear makes, 
of all ewotions, the deepest -iqipressian, 
The prisouer remembered, Judge Jefireya’e:

tipenor, and therefore the most visible of 
blessing-givers——butit is natural to like .to 
ba envied. That the. ignorant’ motlier. 
should suspect the person who .admires, 
perhaps su English lady, of: wishing. to 
possess the child, is natural enough; but 
one would expect her to crow, therefore, 
with exultation, not to run away. If ‘sho 
rons, it’ls because her accepted theories of 
life have conquered jer instincts, and- those 
instincts good, o very upuaual phenomenon:
